Plan To Allow Enlisted Men 


to Volunteer For Flying 
Duty Given Serious Consid- 
eration After Shoemaker's 
Assertion. 


WASHINGTON,

S.)—A plan to free naval aviation 
from the hampering strings of gov- 
ernmental economy by allowing en- 
list'ed men to volunteer for Hying 
duties was given serious considera- 
tion today by the president's air 
board as it resumed its inquiry into 
the condition of the nation's aerial 
defenses.

ing officers, told of dissatisfaction 
among active fliers; the board was 
more impressed by testimony dis- 
closing that the nation's air defense 
were under-manned due to lack of 
funds, men and equipment.

board called Rear Admiral Wrn. A. 
Moffett, chief of the navy's bureau 
of acrnautics and Captain Geo.

Steele, commander of the dirigible 
Los Angeles, one of 
t!~»e Highest 
ranking fliers in the -navy. 
Shoemake'r declared the na\:y had 
ohry "eis-ht --Irandred fliers today 
when its needs call for at leasit 1,- 
500 pilots. The air 
service he 
added wanted a force of 2.000 ac- 
tive pilots and he proposed to-add 
at least 700 "fliers to their ranks by 
accepting volunteers from the en- 
listed personnel. Use of commis- 
sioned fliers, he explained, was im- 
possible 
because of the 
hick of 
funds. 
Other testimony before the .board 
showed the navy has 
only 104 
planes of all types in active service. 
According- to the fliers only a fourth 
of this number are actually combat 
planes. The board will

"Ours is not,a democracy," de-

No democracy has ever succeeded, 
and I doubt if one ever could suc- 
ceed. 


"Ours is a republic—a delegated 


form of government. 
There 
is a 


danger, and always has 
been a 


danger in democracy. 
Find, if you 


can, the line of demarcation be- 
tween 'democracy1 and 'mobrocaey.'" 


Recent attacks online constitu- 


tion that Mr. Hartman commented 
upon were the one of Roosevelt's 
on the recall of judicial decision, 
and the more recent one, of Sena- 
tor La Follette. The speaker read 
from an opinion of Chief 
Justice 


Marshall his interpretation of the 
function of the Supreme court, and 
declared it read to him almost like 
"the Holy Bible." 


Only One Impeachment.

It takes an artist to realize the 
importance., of Wall Papers, and 
Luc Benolst is an artist In the 
Paris Magazine d'Art, Bvnolst 
says: 


"Wall Papers." 
"Yesterday th«y were almost 
forgotten. They were a quite 
unimportant—detail in our 
homes, but today they are a 
vogue. Artists and interior 
decorators have turned their 
attention to them, and artist- , 
ic wall papers have become a' 
significant feature in the dec- 
orations of the modern Par- 
isian home. 
"And yet. how old is the idea 
of wall papers! 'T,he first w«r« 
printed in the 
manner 
qf 


woodcuts during the 16th 
century. They were lost, and 
we know nothing about those 
ancestors of our modern wall 
papers.

ON THE RIFFIAN FRONT. 
'it is wlt-h mingled relief and gladness that the 


western world should read of the successful junction 
of French and Spanish forces in the campaign against 
the Riffs. 


The news furnishes positive proof of the crumb- 


ling power of the fierce Riffian leader, whose -aims 
constituted a direct threat against the Christian in 
Africa and Asia. 


In advance of the rainy season which was ex- 


pected to put a halt, to further campaigning, tho 
combined French and Spanish forces have reclaimed 
the mountainous country which had "been overrun 
by the Riffians and against which advance was neces- 
sarily costly and. slow. 
French troops have now 


reached the summits of these rough1 mountain passes 
and can look down on the plains country to the south 


the advance should be comparatively 
From now on 


began a war 
of 
savage 


answered their prayers 


the Riffians have been thoroughly subdued. 


the menace foreseen months ago by Dr. Robert Lever- 
more, the winner of the Bok peace prize, in his trip 
through Africa, and Asia, will have been eliminated 
Long before Abd-El-Krim took to the field with hir 
legions of tribesmen. Dr. Levermore writing in the 
New York Times, declared that the Mohammedan 
world was aflame. 
In Africa and in Asia, whole 


nations were fired with zeal to reclaim the country 
for the Prophet, and were only waiting a leader to 


cruelty.

His early successes in 


Encashing the'spanish lines along the northern shor-s 
of Africa aroused hopes m the breasts of the dwellers 
of these long wastes which had been dormant for 
many years. 
And then he turned to the French and 


for a time was in a fair way towards repeating those 
initial victories. 
He crossed the mountains and 


closed In on those last outposts held by tenacious 
bands of French defenders. 
Thousands of warriors 


flocked to his banners. 
Tribes which had hereto- 


fore been friendly to French 
and Spanish rulers 


wavered in their allegiance. 
It seemed that the 


long-feared and expected uprising which Dr. Lever- 
more had so graphically described, had burst with 
full fury upon the world. 


So far removed from the scene of strife, tho 


bitter fighti,ng which 
has 
been going on in th<> 


French and Spanish possessions in northern Africa 
has spelled little to the western world. 
There has 


been a feeling in America and in parts of Europn 
that it was merely another quarrel between France 
and s'pain and their possessions. 


But the issues at stake were of far greater im- 


portance than the more retention of territory. 
< 


The success of Abd-El-Krim in this initial un- 


dertaking would have unlocked another struggle of, 
terrifying proportions. 
It would have brought to 


death grips, the millions of followers of the Prophet 
and Christians. 
It would have ushered in that 


struggle held in abeyance for so many years. 
From 


the countries of central Asia, from India, and from 
all parts of the north of Africa, there are vast armies 
of bronzed warriors waiting to die for the glory of 
the Prophet. 


The complete subjugation of Abd-El-Krim and 


his forces means that for a verv considerable period 
at least, all danger in this respect has been elimin- 
ated. 
' 


WIU. MEN FLY TO THE POLE* 


Polar explorers, It seems, are no more agreed as 


to the best methods of accoiapllBhlng their work 
than are airmen and dirigible narlgators In the 
United State* army and navy. Mr. MacMtUan thinks 
that dogs arc superior to airplanes as a means of 
traveling In the Arctic regions. 
On the other hand 


Amundsen, who has tried both, Is looking forward 
to another attempt next year to reach the north 
oole in a flying machine. 
, 


The great difficulty which attaches to success- 


ful aerial navigation In the frigid zone, as Mac- 
Millan points out. Is in landing' from a flight. The 
rough, and jagged fields of ice and «now which cover 
a large part of the sea as well as the land surfaces 
make It impossible to alight anywhere except. in 
open water. 
Even there, chunks of floating Ice are 


always In evidence, and a seaplane Is very like 
to strike some of them and be damaged beyond re- 
pair.There are also the hazards of running out of gas- 
oline at a critical time and the failure of mechan- 
ical parts to work properly in extremely cold tem- 
peratures. 
The Amundsen party, after overcom- 


ing all these unfavorable conditions, had great trou- 
ble in smoothing off a space on the ice large enough 
to take off for the return flight. 
It Tequired a 


month's unceasing efforts to do this. 
One\of the 


two- planes was lost by being frozen in before the 
explorers could get It out of the water, and after- 
ward crushed between ice floes. 


Nevertheless, Amundsen still believes that the 


north pole can be reached more easily and expedit- 
iously by flying to it than by the long and laborious 
journey with dog teams. 
Perhaps he is right. Get- 


ting to the pole ie a. hard enough job, any way you 
may undertake it. 
Only one of the many expedi- 


tions which ever set out for that goal has yet suc- 
ceeded in attaining it. 
All of these, with the single 


exception of Amundsen's party, used canine trans, 
portation. 
The Norwegian explorer may be justi- 


fied in assuming that the long list of those who tried 
10 reach the pole with dog' sledges and failed is 
sufficient reason for utilizing more modern facilities. 


So far as the air flight itself is concerned, there 


probably is not a great deal of difference between 
the wind movements and degrees of cold experienced 
by aviators who ascend to great heights in this lati- 
tude and what they would find in the pola regions. 
The trouble would be almost entirely in making a 
descent and landing, 
and in getting started for 


another atmospheric voyage. 


In his conquest of the south pole some fourteen 


years ago, Amundsen and his companies depended 
on dogs for a part of the journey, but the last few 
hundred miles of it was made by the men alone, 
pulling their own sleds. 
They got rid of the dogs 


in order to save food for themselves. 
In fact, the 


dogs were killed and part of their meat served as 
food to sustain the men on their final dash. How- 
ever, it would have been impossible to get within 
striking distance of the pole except for the tractive 
power which the animals furnished. 


Should the helicopter type of airplane, built to 


rise vertically and descend the same way, 'be per- 
fected to the same extent that other machines have 
been, it will make landing and taking off .in the 
Arctic region comparatively easy and thus surmount 
the handicap which MacMlllan emphasizes. Possibjy 
the first successful air flight to the north pole will 
be made in that kir.a of craft.

THE MEAT OF THE FUTURE. 


Yilhaljmur Stefansson is not much of a believer in 


the doctrine enunciated 127 years ago by Malthus, 
who predicted that within a comparatively short 
period the world would starve to death by reason 
of overpopulation, which would leave insufficient 
earth space upon which to produce vegetation and 
meat to supplv the wants of the people. 
Still, he 


has been sufficiently Interested to investigate the 
matter and has set out his conclusions in an article 
appearing in the current number of "World's Work. 


In the first place the explorer has found that 


there is a vast area of land capable of use for agri- 
cultural purposes which is not now being utilized, 
but which will be whenever its cultivation becomes 
profitable. 
His most startling assertion, perhaps, 


Is that eating meat is a waste. 
If you feed corn 


to a hog or a steer or a cow and then live on the 
resulting meat or milk you are wasting any where 


'itfrom four-fifths to nine-tenths of the corn. 
There 


are'today 30,000,000 cattle living on lalid that could 
be used for wheat or potatoes, so when the time 
comes that the use of this land will be necessary 
for producing crops to save the world from starvation 
the cattle must go, but that time Is in the far distant

The record

services as much as possible. 


The season was unique in the fact that Yellow- 


stone attracted less interest than two other national 
reserves. 
The park at Hot Springs, Arfl., topped 


the list with 265,500 visitors, while the Rocky Moun- 
tain park was second with 233,912. Tosemite at- 
tracted 208,166 visitors and Yellowstone trailed in 
the rear with 154,282. 


No other year has brough such vast throngs to 


the parks as the season which has just closed. The 
previous high mark in attendance 
was less than 


1,500,000 people. 
It would seem that the slogan of 


seeing America first was beginning to bear fruit. 
Thousands of people who have been toing to Europe 


to other sections of the world to view the scenic 


wonders spent the summer in their own land in 1925.

This image may not do full jus- 
tice to human knowledge, it may 
seem cynical but in many respects 
it is not inapt. If the horses on the 
threshing machine were 
endowed 
with a little reasoning power they 
might infer from the marks of wear 
on the rolling track that they were 
not really advancing; but if 
the 
track, stretching down from 
the 
sky, came always fresh and un- 
trodden under their feet, the de- 
ception of onward movement would 


nished education, 
treadmill, at the 


earth goes around the sun, or the 
sun around the earth. For mathe- 
matical purposes that has long been 
so. 
"We almost always treat the 
apparent motions produced by the 
earth's rotation and revolution as 
if they were real. They are con- 
venient reflections of the reality. 
But that is not to say that, phil- 


osophically, the Ptolemean theory 
is just as good as the Copernican. It 
is not good at all, because it is con- 
trary to evident facts, and to rea- 
son and commonsense. 


On the other hand, it is incon- 


ceivable that the essential basis of 
the Copernical theory, viz., that the 
"sun is the centre around which all 
the planets travel, and its corollary 
that the appaient diurnal revolu- 
tion of the whole sky, together with 
its contents, around the 
earth, is 
caused by the earth's real rotation 
on its axis—it is inconceivable, I 
say, that this should ever be chang- 
ed to make way for some new the- 
ory. 


The life of theories depends upon 


the substantiality of the facts they 
are built upon. Ptolemy's imagin- 
ary system was accepted for fifteen 
centuries only because the growth 
of the knowledge of facts 
which 
eventually upset it, was very slow. 


To some extent this is true in 
science. 
Countless new facts are 
discovered, listed, 
recorded 
and 


piled up in unread, and often un- 
readable, volumes without any cor- 
responding advance of fundament- 
al knowledge. The form is changed, 
.the details are re-arranged 
but 
the essential truth remains 
about 
the same. Aristotle's and 
Pliny's 


mistakes about animals were only 
errors of observation and of classi- 
fication. 
Fresh-looking pedals, scarred by 
no cork-marks, are 
continually 


passing 
under the 
feet of 
the 
tramping investigators—but 
they 
still' stub steadily on, inclosed In 
the immovable treadmill of uncom- 
prehended • nature. 
Our marvelous, 
mechanical progress, of which we 
are 
so immensely (and justly) 


proud, does not get us out from 
beneath the mud nests lining the 
caves of our sheltering planet, our 
natal barn. 
"Knowledge comes, but wisdom 


lingers." 
Still there are gains, even though 
they be formal rather than essen- 
tial. One of these, it seems to me, 
is the copernican view of the solar 
system. I am not at all impressed

CHILD LABOR IN GEORGIA. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


Georgia was the second of the 
states to reject the child labor 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion. Ohio followed her example 
some months later. 
Now Georgia 
seems to be the first of those states 
at which the amendment was par- 
ticularly directed to take steps to 
erase the stain of its implication. 
A new act has just been passed 
at Atlanta, effective at the begin- 
ning of 1926, prohibiting the em- 
ployment of children near fourteen 
in any manufacturing industry. It 
also forbids 
the 
employment of 
those from fourteen to sixteen be- 
tween 7 p. m. and 6 a m.; forbids 
the employment of any under six- 
teen in any hazardous occupation: 
requires certificates proving that 
the 
age 
of fourteen 
has been 
reached, that the child cam read and 
_ 
write English and that its physical i 
condition fits the child for employ- 
ment. 
Credit for getting this legislatio'n 
to the favorable attention of the 
assembly is given to the 
cotton 
manufacturers. 
The public will 


wonder, however, whether Georgia 
would have secured so enlightened 
a measure had it not been for the 
nation-wide discussion of the pend- 
ing twentieth 
amendment. 
That 
discussion served notice on all the 
states that unless they tackled in 
earnest the evils of child labor the 
federal government would Intervene 
by law to perform for American 
childhood the service which the 
states neglected.

Santa' Monica Cal., 'Denver and 
Cleveland. 
The winner is deter- 


mined on the basis of total pointy 
computed for average speeds dis- 
tances covered, passengers carried 
and 
engine 
horsepower 
Eight 
prizes totaling ?3,000 are offered. 


Three races are scheduled lor to- 
morrow, two being Iree for all-«»s- 
es, for civilians in planes of differ- 
ent carrying capacities, with prizes 
of 52,500 in each, and the third be- 
ing- the Liberty engine 
builders' 
trophy race for two-place observa- 
tion planes for military' fliers only. 
In the latter event the two fam- 
ous French fliers Captain Pelletier 
D'Oissy and Captain Le Maitre are 
entered with two Breguet planes, 
which they brought from France. 
Ten American army aviators filing 
chiefly DeHavilands, are tentatively 
entered with three navy Qiers and 
one from the marine corps. 


Course Is Five Miles. 
The civilian races are to be twen- 
ty times around a fne mile course. 
In the military race the planes will 
go fifteen times around a course of 
twelve miles. 
Captain Rene Fonck, French avi- 
ator credited with 75 enemy planes 
during the war, arnv ed in New 
York and said he would fly an 
American plane in one of tho races. 
Eddie Ri :kenbacker, American ace 
also came yesterday, but it is not 
expected he will participate Col- 
onel W. A Bishop, the Canadian 
ace, arrived last week.

In 14 States Pay Way; 


Fees And Tax Build Highways 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—(By the As- 


soetatect Press)—The automobiles 
of fourteen middle west state have 
paid their way this year in a very 
literal sense. License fees and gas- 
t>!in taxes more than paid for the 
total expense of constructing 9,000 
miles of new automooile roads in 
those states 
However, some states have road 
extensions this year exceeding tax 
incomes, but if every dollar taken 
in by the four states were pooled 
and applied to the 3,000 miles, there 
would still be left in the pot about 
$33,000,000 unexpended. 
If all the autos and 
trucks In 
these states were placed \end to end 
on. the new road they would cover 
the entire 9000 miles three abreast. 
The licenses issued to date this year 
in these state show in round num- 
bers more than 8,800,000 passenger 


cars and trucks, of which a little 
less than a million are trucks. 


Of the new roads. 2,700 miles are 
concrete, 
brine or other "hard" 
permanent surface. The remainder 
is largely gravel. The new mileage 
by states, wh'ch in some esses will 
be extended by the end of the year, 
is. Nebraik^, 17 hard, other roads 
1,234. Ohio 500 haid, others, 200, 
North Dakota, no hard others 41»; 
Michigan 153 hard, 
others, 142;

wars. The document is now in the 
Rouen records—a sort of thirteenth 
century income tax complaint. 
"Jty title is actually Marquis de 


la Coudraye, conferred in 1707 on 
my fifth great grandfather, then 
named 
Baron 
de la Falaise by 


Queen Maria Casimira, of Poland, 
at the time he was ambassador at 
Rome. This title is confirmed by 
several documents by Louis XV, es- 
pecially one dated Versailles, No- 
vember 22, 1766, countersigned by 
the king's secretary. 
"I use the name de la Falaise be- 


cause it is one of the great grand- 
father branches of the le Bailley 
family. 
De la Falaise is the only 


existing branch today of'that fam- 
ily. 
So, this should be my entire 


name—'James Henry Le Bailley de 
la Falaise, Marquis de la Goudraye.' 
As a matter of fact, I am generally 
called 'Hank' in the United States."
